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prefacj:. 



These are lessons in the English language which teach the 
spelling, pronunciation, analysis and significations of those 
words most commonly in use in the eyery-day affiiirs of life, 
and most generally employed by the best writers of the age. 
Who can doubt the necessity of teaching our Common School 
scholars such lessons ? We mean those scholars whose edu- 
cation is limited to Common Schools. How are the masses 
of our people to become intelligent without reading journals 
and books ? And how are they to become readers of the bet- 
ter class of books without a knowledge of the language in 
which they are written ? And where can this key of knowl- 
. edge be better supplied than in the school-house ? What 
higher ob|^t can Common School education haye than to 
impart to the scholars a taste for reading? Without such 
taste who eyer became intelligent? with it, who eyer failed 
to become intelligent ? And how is it possible to impart to 
the scholar a taste for reading without acquainting him 
thoroughly with the words generally used in books? The 
classic scholar, educated in academies and colleges, finds 
himself, somehow or other, in possession of a tafite for read- 
ing, and feels none of the embarrassments experienced by 
those less fayored scholars whom he bid adieu at the door of 
the Common School house. But we here speak for those not 
destined for classic education. Eyery one Knows what their 
text-books are. ' The only aid they haye for obtaining a 
knowledge of the English lan^age is the Spelling Book ; and 
the most the Spelling Book has eyer professed to teach is 
spelling and pronunciation ; and words in those Spellers haye 
not been selected with reference to their usefulness in sabse- 
quent life to the scholar, but haye been taken hap-hazard, 
many of them being words which are rarely eyer used by the 
great mass of mankind. Nor has any attention been paid, 
in the selection, to the age of the scholar, but in the first les- 
sons abstract and incomprehensible words, and such words 
as btaSf solo, zany, pica, bubo, lictor, vesper, dorsal, lucent, &c., 
are presented to the child, instead of making up the lesson 
from a yocabulary of words familiar to eyery youngster, re- 
serying the more difficult words for the proper season for 
their introduction. 
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This work attempts to reform all this ; and differs from all 
other books in attempting, 

1st, To select for tne Erst lessons words familiar to every 
child. This constitutes Part I. Of these words the spelling 
and pronunciation are alone taught, -as all children under- 
stand their meaning. There are about three thousand of 
them. 

2d, The words in the Second Part are selected with the 
greatest care, as regards their importance and usefulness. 
Those words most commonly employed in the useful sciences 
and the literature of the age are selected. 

3d, These words in the Second Part are carefully defined. 
Not a word is introduced into the Second Part but such as 
are thought to need explanation ; and then every definition is 
written in simple language. Definitions copied from diction- 
aries are, especially when by synonymcs, oftentimes more dif- 
ficult of comprehension than the words defined. But in this 
book it will DC seen that every definition has been carefully 
framed in language adapted to the understanding of the 
scholar. 

4th, The primitive words are first \lefined ; t^n the pre- 
fixes and suffixes are explained, and the method of forming 
compound words, or derivatives, is explained. 

5th, Such derivatives as the scholar is competent to 
analyze and define are left to him for that purpose; but 
derivatives requiring it are carefully defined. 

If teachers and parents vrill see to it that the contents of 
this small book, not one lesson of which is to be omitted, are 
thoroughly mastered by the Common School scholar, during 
the limited period he is permitted to attend school, more, far 
more, will bo accomplished towards elevating such scholars 
to intelligence and usefulness than is often experienced in 
Common Schools. Our community has many reading and 
inteliieent men ; but it has also many who have academic 
and high-school education. How many of those who never 
have the aid of select school education become readers of 
works of science and literature? And what closes such 
works to them but the repulsiveness of a few thousand 
words, which convey to them no sense? 
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In the English language'th^e are twenty-six letters. 
They are divided into vowels and consonants, 

A vowel is a simple sound of itself. They are a, e, t, 
o, Uy and sometimes w and y. 

A diphthong is t^e union of two vowels in one syllable. 

A triphthong is the union of three vowels. 

A propfT diphthong has both its vowels sounded, as in 
oil, pdund. 

An improper diphthong has but one of the vowels sound- 
ed, as in fliMlt, &c.

CONSONANTS. 

Consonants are only sounded in connection with vow- 
els : by themselves they have no perfect sounds. They 
are 6, c, rf,/, g, A, j, k, I, m, n, p, q, r, s, t, v, z, z, and 
sometimes w and y. 

Speech is the utterance of articulate sounds. The ar- 
ticulate sounds are formed by various organs, as the pal- 
ate, the teeth, the lips, &c. 
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In Uttering the sound of a consonant, a vowel shouh 
be placed before it : as, eb, eg, ep, &c. 

Those consonants, which, in uttering them, interrup 
the voice, are called mutes ; as, c6, ed, eg, ekj and so on 
but those which do not interrupt the voice, are callei 
semi-vowels ; as, ef, el, em, en, er, es, ev, ez, eth, and > 
and g soil. 

Those articulations which are formed by the lips, ar< 
termed labials, as, eh, ef, em, ep, ev ; those formed by th< 
teeth, are termed dentals, as, ed, et, eth ; and those form 
ed by the palate, are called the palatals, as, eg, eh, eng.

N has but one sound, as in not : it is silent after m, ai 
in hynm. 

P has but one sound, as in pine,

An accent is a forcible stress of voice on a letter or 
syllable ; as on o in glo' ry. Every word, having more 
than one syllable, has one accented.

. The Seoond Part of these Lessons will greatly obviate 
^•Xis difficulty. By the proper use of this^ the pupil 
^t:%dually becomes acquainted with the great mass of 
"Words more commonly in use in books; and by this 
^eans reading, that has been a task to lum, becomes one 
^f his greatest enjoyments. 

This part includes over three thousand words carefully 
Selected between two extremes. All those words in use 
in common conversation, and with which every child of 
twelve years is acquainted^ may be found in the First 
Part, while Uie great number of words which more 
properly belong to the technicalities of science or litera- 
ture must be sought in dictionaries. The great mass of 
words between these two extremes, such as are found in 
periodicals and books of travel, biography, &c., arc here 
defined in such language as the child can comprehend. 
The definitions are not mere »yaonymes, or in language 
more unintelligible to the child than the word to be de- 
fined; but each has been carefully re-written for this 
book, and with the plan of the book in view. Great 
pains have been taken in the selection of words for this 
part, ihat it might not be too large, and yet contain all 
that is necessary. 

The teacher will here find nothing to omit. No super- 
fluous matter is introduced. Everything is to be 
learned. Some of the more noticeable Saxon, Latin and 
Greek prefixes, and a few of the Latin primitives have 
beea iatroduoed, rather to show the pupil how the lan- 
gnage is constructed than to teach him vda perfect analy-

offered may appear ridiculous ; but it has been ' 
to refer to such ouly, for the formation of Englisl 
as will be obvious to the pupil in the common sc 
show him how words are formed, and excite his c 
in that direction; and should be choose to pu 
studies, he can do so elsewhere.

A COMMA is a little dot like this, (,) and whenever we come 
to it, we must make a pause long enough to say *' and."" 

A PERIOD is a little round dot like this (.), and when we 
come to it, we must make a full stop. 

A SEMICOLON (;) is a little dot like a period, with a comma 
under it ; and when we come to it in reading, we must make 
a pause twice as long as we do at a comma. 

A COLON (:^ is two little round dots, like periods, one 
right above tne other ; and when we come to a colon we 
must stop longer than at a semicolon. 

A QUESTION POINT (?) is a little crooked mark, with a 
period under it. When we come to one we stop long enough 
to count one, two, three; and generally the voice is raised. 
K the question is not such an one as to require yes or no for 
an answer, when we come to it we must let the voice fall, as 
at a period. 

A MARK OF ADMIRATION (!) is a Straight mark, with a 
period under it ; and when we come to it we must pause as 
long as we do at a semicolon or question, and let the voice 
fell. 

The DASH ( — ) denotes a sudden pause, or change of sub- 
ject. 

The PARENTHESIS ( ) is used to include an explanatory sen- 
tence, which should be read in a weaker tone of voice than 
the rest of the sentence. 

The BRACKETS [ ] are used to include words that serve to 
explain th6 preceding word or sentence; as, Newton [the 
philosopher] was a great astronomer. 

The QUOTATION ('^ '') is used to include a passage that is 
taken from some other author ; as, " Know thyself." 

The APOSTROPHE (') denotes the possessive case ; as, John's 
hat ; or the omission of one or more letters of a word ; as, 
us'd for used. 

The ELLIPSIS ( ) denotes that some letters in a word 

are omitted ; as, L— — d for Lord. 

The HYPHEN (-) is used to connect compound words ; as, 
milk-pail. When it is placed at the end of a line it shows 
that one or more syllables are carried forward to the next 
line.

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The CARKT ( ^ ) is need to show where letters or words 
should be inserted that have been omitted through mistake ; 
thus, Gha][le8 ; virtue J amiable. 

The SECTION (^) is used to divide a book or chapter into 
less parts. 

The PARAGRAPH (^) denotes the beginning of a new sub- 
ject. 

The INDEX, or hand (^') points out something that 
should be particularly observed. 

The ASTERISK (*), the obelisk (f), the doitble dagger (J), 
the PARALLEL (||), and sometimes letters and figures, are used 
to refer the reader to notes or remarks in the margin, or at 
the bottom of the page. 

The BRACE (/-^^"^v) is used to connect three poetical lines 
6f the same rhyme, or several words with one common term. 

The DLfiRESis ( •• ) ^ placed over the latter of two vowels, 
to show that they belong to two dislinct syllables; thus, 
zoology.

1. The first word of every book, chapter, letter, note, or 
any other piece of writing, should begin with a capital.

Lord, Jeho- 
vah, Almighty. 

4. Propei; names of persons, places, mountains, oceans, 
lakes, rivers, &c. ; as, John Adams, Rome, &c. 

5. Adjectives derived from proper names ; as, English, 
French, &c. 

6. The first word of every line in poetry.

8. The title of books ; as, Webster's Dictionary. 
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
